Workers In most industries who 
were fortunate enough to have full¬ 
time employment were better off in 
1937 than in 1929. But per capita earn¬ 
ings of all workers were less because 
many were on part time and many had 
no jobs at all. Even at the top of the 
recovery, in early 1937. eight or nine 
millions were estimated to be unem¬ 
ployed, and the figure is much larger 
today. 

The contrast presented by increased 
hourly wage rates for employed 


workers and a very large volume of 
unemployment Is brought out in an in¬ 
come study made at the Brookings In¬ 
stitution. The study was financed by 
a gram from the Falk Foundation of 
Pittsburgh. 

Hourly wages were reduced In the 
years immediately following 1929, with 
sharp downward movement of busi¬ 
ness activity, but they did not drop as 
much as the cost of living. Workers 
who retained full-time Jobs bettered 
thfdr position even while the depres¬ 
sion deepened, hut others suffered a 
decrease in income because of sharply 
reduced hours, or loss of employment 
altogether. 

When recovery set In. hourly wages 
moved upward and continued to rise 
spurred by the NILA and the pressure 
of organized labor. Hourly wag© rates 
in the meat packing Industry, for in¬ 
stance. rose 35 per cent between 1929 
and 1937. In steel, thp increase was 
about 32 per cent, and in many other 
industries it was around this figure 
Duo to lower living costs the aver¬ 
age industrial worker in 1937 could 
huv from 30 to'35 per cent more with 
nn hour’s pay than he could huv with 
an hour’s pay in 1929. 

Workers actually employed benefit¬ 
ed in different degrees. In meat pack¬ 
ing. hourly Increases were enough to 
boost weekly wages 4.3 per cent over 
those of 1929. although hours were re¬ 
duced from 51 to 39 Steel workers’ 
weekly earnings declined about 6 per 
cent as hours were reduced from 55 to 
39. In the silk Industry, despite a rise 
in hourly rates of about 6 per cent, 
weekly earnings declined about 27 per 
cent, as hours were cut from 51 to 35. 

Higher hourly rates, of course, did 
not help the millions of workers who 
were not on payrolls. 

Increased hourly wage rates can 
bring greater income to the masses 
of workers only if accompanied by 
ad3(juate employment. Hence, if high 
hourly wage rates are to result in well- 
filled pay envelopes, economic policies 
must be directed toward removing 
whatever obstacles lie in the way of 
an increase in business activity.

Holds Heat Reflection 

Affects Poultry House 

It is a matter well known in the 
industrial and scientific world of to¬ 
day that under certain conditions 
heat is reflected, and under certain 
other conditions it is absorbed. Heat 
reflection and heat absorption are 
matters of degree, notes a corre¬ 
spondent in Hoard's Dairyman, and 
as one increases in any given case 
the other decreases. Colors make 
a difference in this respect, dark 
colors absorbing heat while light 
colors reflect it. it would be good 
business to have a poultry house 
painted black in the winter, but for 
be better to have 
it painted with white paint or alum¬ 
inum paint. - 

It is also an established fact that 
a dirty window will absorb heat to 
a far greater extent than will a 
clean one. Thus, while it might not 
pay to be overscrupulous in keep¬ 
ing poultry house windows clean in 
winter, it will be a paying proposi¬ 
tion in the summer, especially if 
one has trouble with the houses be 
coming excessively hot.

WASHINGTON NOTES 


BLOCK-BOOKING 

The Senate recently adopted a bill 
to abolish “block-booking” of motion 
pictures and to require film distri¬ 
butors to furnish exhibitors with a 
’true synopsis” of each picture of-1 
fered them. The measure was passed I 
without a record vote although two 
years have elapsed between its intro¬ 
duction and action upon the bill by 
the Senate. The chances of the bill 
becoming law are extremely slim be¬ 
cause no similiar measure is pending 
in the House.

NAME "GREENHORN” ONCE 
APPLIED TO SOLDIERS— 
Greenhorn" was originally ap¬ 
plied to an ox with green or 
young horns, and the term was 
so employed as early as 1400, 
riotes a writer in the Indianapolis 
News. Later, newly-enlisted sol¬ 
diers or raw recruits were called 
’ greenhorns." A chronicle writ¬ 
ten in 1650 about a fight near 
Leith in Scotland Says: 

"The Scotch king being upon 
the cnstle-hill to see his men. 
which he called his 'Green 
Homs,’ beaten." In 1682 the word 
was used as a synonym of "fresh¬ 
water Souldiers, or new levyed." 
As time passed "greenhorn" ac¬ 
quired the meaning of an inex¬ 
perienced person or novice, par¬ 
ticularly a raw countryman eas¬ 
ily imposed upon. 

Caleh Carman first met Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln in 1831 while he had i 
a cabin near where Lincoln and 
John Hanks were buildinc a fiat 
boat in which to go to New Or¬ 
leans. At first, wrote Carman to 
| William H. Horr.don in 1866. he 
[ thought Lincoln "a 'Green Horn' 
tho after half hour's conversation 
uith him I found him no 'Green 
Horn.’ " 

In England at present an in¬ 
experienced domestic or ?. green 
workman, particularly a ncwlv- 
arrived foreigner, is called a 
"greener." 

There seems to be nr founda¬ 
tion for the common story that 
"greenhorn" originally referred 
to pointed hornlike caps of green 
cloth which insolvent Jews wore 
compelled to wear in France dur¬ 
ing the reign of Louis XIV in or- 
der to receive the protection ot 
the bankruptcy law.

NEW YORK — (Special) — Giant 
steamshovels are tearing away at the 
soil and hundreds of men are working 
on the $3,000,000 Federal Area for the 
New York World’s Fair where Uncle 
Sam will preside, figuratively, at a 
1939 world peace table that is ex¬ 
pected to have a lasting beneficial ef¬ 


fect upon international relations. 

Uncle Sam will be represented by a 
huge Federal Building which will be 
placed at the head of a Hall of Nations, 
where foreign countries, 64 of which 
have agreed to participate, will show 
their official exhibits at the Fair.
